pose to be placed in the same position 
he was in 11)04. when he opposed Judge 
Parker, but was without a candidate. 
H e intends to have enough candidates, 
any one of which he may linall.v sup­ 
port, which w ill give him a large fol­ 
lowing In the convention. 
It takes two thirds of the delegates 
to nominate in a Democratic conven­ 
tion, and it is believed to he Bryan's 
purpose to control more than one-third, 
enough to prevent the nomination of 
any man he does not want. 
More than 
that, he wants a m ajority of the con­ 
vention so that lie can write his views 
Into the platform. 
In 11*14 lie could neither prevent the 
nomination «*f Parker nor could he dic­ 
tate the terms of the platform. 
lie 
could not prevent even the indorsement 
of Parker’s gold telegram. 


W ill Ex ercise His Rights. 


Those who know Mr. Bryan feel sure 
that he w ill exercise his full rights in 
tlie convention 
and in shaping the 
course of the Democracy. 
They be­ 
lieve he will he as active as at the 
convention of 1004. 
but with 
more 
power in the matter of control. 
He 
lias Indicated his intention in the long 
list of questions which have been put 
out for possible candidates to answer. 


Th e Favo re d Natio n Clause. 


Much has been said about the pos­ 
sibility of abrogating “ the favored na­ 
tion clause" in 
treaties 
with other 
countries by admitting the products 
of Canada into this country under the 
reciprocity bill. O f course that is mere 
bugaboo. 
The favored nation clause 
In all treaties provides that the prod­ 
ucts of all other countries and the 
shipping of all other countries shall be 
admitted to this country under the 
same terms as granted to the most fa ­ 
vored nation. 
Canada is not a nation. 
Great B rit­ 
ain is the nation, and we do not admit 
the products of Great Britain to thi* 
country at lower duties than tin* prod 
nets of other countries. 
Moreover, no 
other country is going to raise much 
of a fuss about this favored nation 
business. 
Fo r a long time that clause 
has prevented favorable action U|>on 
measures designed to promote Am eri­ 
can shipping which provided disrrim i 
nntlng duties in favor of goods carried 
in American ships. 
Once let nations abrogate the fa 
Vore<l nation clause by reason of our 
agreement with Canada and the ship­ 
ping discrimination w ill bo pushed for 
ward w ith vigor. 


Reverence Fo r the Dead. 


The Bailey W illiam s debate devol 
oped great reverence on the part of 
both these senators for thv? long de- 
parted 
Democrats. 
Every 
Democrat 
was lirst or last brought forward to 
prove the contention of both dispu­ 
tants. 
Jefferson, Jackson, Van Duren. 
Calhoun and all the other distinguished 
men of the past who had anything to 
do with the tariff were marshaled forth 
to prove that tariff for revenue on ev­ 
ery tiling was right and that free raw 
materials were also right at times.

The position of the railroads, which 
heretofore lias been a subject of spec­ 
ulation, was made clear at the second 
day's hearing on express charges and

the subcommittee of railroad commis­ 
sioners representing the National As 
sociation of Railroad Commissioners.
